Man Believed Ringleader in Shooting 
in New York City Captured 
by Detectives.

LIEUT. BECKER MAY BE SUSPENDED 


New York, July 25.—[(Special.}—The district 
attorney broke through the hedge of lies, 
alibis, and cunning stratagems erected by 
the murderers of Herman Rosenthal, the 
gambler, when he drew from William Shapiro 
and Boob Walker today the story of how 
the killing was planned and of how spies 
darted between the Metropole and the murder 
headquarters in Bridgie’’ Webber's poker 
rooms with bulletins of Rosenthal's move- 
ments. 

The district attorney took a long step ahead 
in the investigation by the grand jury to de- 
termine whether a partnership has existed 
between policemen and gamblers, as Rosen- 
tha] charged in the affidavit against Lieut. 
Charies Becker. 

This was accomplished when Police Lieu- 
tenant Daniel E. Costigan, *‘ the honest cop,” 
as they call him in the department, told the 
grand jury that gambling could not endure in 
the tenderloin or anywhere else. without 
police protection. 

Detectives tonight captured Frank Murato, 
described in a police circular as Dago Frank. 
wanted for murder,“ in connection with the 
killing of Rosenthal.. He is one of the men 
the police believe was in the murder car 
on the night of the shooting. 


Becker’s Job Hangs by Thread. 

Lieut. Becker, the most important figure 
in the dual inquiries, did not testify before the 
grand jury today because he arrived too late. 
He was sent to the Criminal courte building 
by Commissioner Waldo with the plain warn- 
ing thet if he refubed to go to the grand jury 
room he would be suspended. 

It is known also that if it is proved to the 
Commissioner that Bald Jack Rose com- 
munioated In any way with Becker after the 
murder, Beckers suspension wil! follow. 

Shapiro's statement supplied the district 
attorney with hitherto unknown facts con- 
cerning the murder. Shapiro says he took 
Jack Rose, Harry Vallon, and Sam Scheppe 
to Bridgie Webder's poker rooms a little 
before Rosenthal was killed; that after the 
three had conferred upstairs he drove 
Schepps and Vallon and another man, whose 
name has not ret come out, to the Metropole. 

Jack Rose, shrewd and careful, did not 
travel in the gray car, but was on his way 
to the Metropole several mintes before Ro- 
senthal was murdered. 


Strange Passengers in Car. 

And here is one of the most interesting de- 
talls of the cleverly dovetailed movements of 
the plottera. The men that Shapiro drove 
from the Metropole after the murder were 
not the same men, with one exception, that 
Shapiro drove to the hotel. 

The exception was the mysterious man who 
accompanied Schepps and Vallon to the Con- 
sidine resort. He was one of the men who 
fired a bullet into Rosenthal's head, and he 
strolled back to the gray car with a pistol in 
his hand. As for the other murderers, Sha- 
piro says, they squirmed and twisted away 
to safety through the shadows and the 
crowds. 

Shapiro described how Jack Rose had called 
up the automobile stand at the Café Boule- 
vard and hed hired the gray car. At the 
meeting place, Tom Sharkey's saloon in East 
Fourteenth street, Shapiro found Jack Rose, 
Harry Vallon, and Sam Schepps. 

Vallon had been drinking and was a bit 
noisy. Schepps, cool and crafty, whispered 
with Rose. Bald Jack told Shapiro to 
drive on uptown. 

Strange Man Joins Party. 

They stopped at One Hundred and Fortieth 
street and Seventh avenue and Rose saw & 
relative of his. The delay was,slight and 
the gray car was soon returning rapidly 
downtown. It arrived at Bridsſie Web- 
ber’s place at about 1:20 a. m. Shapiro was 
told wait outside. 

Rose, Vallon, and Schepps went upstairs. 
The driver waited ten minutes before they 
reappeared. When they came out they had 
aman with them that Shapiro did not recog- 


| nize, but whom he says he would know wher- 


ever he saw him. 

Schepps and Vallon and the stranger got out 
at the car across from the Metropole and 
walked across the street to the Metropole. 
Shapiro lay back in his car and lazily ob- 
served the men who were strolling up and 
down im front of the hotel and the neighbor- 
ing building. A dosen or more hard looking 
characters were prowling between Broad way 
and Sixth avenue, he said. 

Pistol Shots Waken Him. 

Presently he dosed. He was asleep only a 
few minutes and then came to himself all 
of a sudden when pistol shots sounded. He 
looked across the street and saw men with 
revolvers in their hands standing over a Og- 
ure on the sidewalk. 

Then four men came toward him—not run- 
ning, but walking at an ordinary pace. One 
of these was the gloomy stranger that had 
ridden in the car from Bridgie ” Webber's 
to the Metropole. The other three Shapiro 
had never laid eyes on, he says, but he is sure 
he could identify them. 

He took his passengers to Second avenue 
and Forty-fifth street. They left him with a

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CITY PORT HALTED 
BY ‘JOKER’ IN LAW 


Mayor Announces All Work 
on Chicago’s Outer Harbor 
Has Been Stopped. 


XW BILL, NECESSARY. 


All plans for beginning work on an outer 
harbor for Chicago this year have been 
dropped. Mayor Harrison announced yester- 
day that the law department had uncovered 
a legal snag that requires new action by the 
state legislature. 

He branded as a joker an eleventh hour 
amendment to the O'Connor bull which gave 
the city power to condemn land for harbor 
purposes. Ii was one of the amendments 
presented by Representative Benton F. Klee- 
man, who opposed the city's bill. It forbids 
the city the right to give compensation to a 
claimant of riparian rights that are contested 
by the state. 


Affects North Side Shore. 

The law department has given opinions that 
this description covers the lande north of 
the river on which it was proposed to con- 
struct the city piers. It is claimed by the 
Chicago Canal and Dock company and 
lease? to James A. Pugh for a period of 
ninety-nine years. 

That harmless appearing and patriotic 
sounding amendment, said Mayor Harri- 
gon, has the effect of saying to Chicago: 
‘You can go ahead and build a harbor, you 
can construct vour docks and piers, just as 
long as you stay fifty feet from the water.’ 

Members of the legislature knew practi- 
cally every foot of the lake front from Ev- 
anston to South Chicago except that in the 
parks has been in diepute between the state 
and private clalmants.“ 

He said this while making publte a com- 
munication from the harbor and subway 
commission informing him of the situation. 

While the commission is prepared with 
specifications and contract letting,“ said the 
communication, to start at once on actual 
construction, it has become apparent that 
legal entanglements in connection with 
littoral rights, claimed or real, make the 
shore line to be used af a base for dock and 
pier construction between the river and Chi- 
cago avenue unavatiable for the present.“ 


“No Power to Candemn State Land.“ 

A statement prepared by the law depart- 
ment also was given out by the mayor. 

“If the title to this strip of land is in the 
state of Illinois,” it read, and neither the 
Chicago Canal and Dock company nor Mr. 
Pugh would have any title, rights, or inter- 
est therein, the city of Chicago cannot obtain 
the same from the state by condemnation, 
ofr there is no power to condemn state land. 

“It must obtain a grant from the general 
assembly of the strip of land in question and 
the riparian rights of the state or proceed 
in eonstructing the harbor to use said strip 
of land and ignore the claims of the dock 
company and Mr. Pugh in the hope or ex- 
pectation that the state of IIlinois will inter- 
pose no objection to the construction and 
maintenance of a harbor at the place in- 
dicated.”’ 

These statements were brought. te the at- 
tention of both Senator O'Connor and Rep- 
resentative. Kleeman over the telephone. 
Each aseerted the amendment had been 
drawn merely to protect the taxpayer from 
pind ing to pay for property already belonging 

to the state.

It is even stated on good authority that the 
grand vizier, Ghazi Moukhtar Pasha, will 
shortly visit Albania in order to second the 
efforts of a peace mission which left for that 
district tonight. 


Deputies Prepare to Resist. 

Meanwhile the leaders of the committee of 
union and progress are taking energetic 
steps to organize the full strength of their 
adherents in the army in readiness for a 
counter revolution. . 

The Military league's demand is based on 
the contention that the house is packed with 
the nominees of the committee of union and 
progress. 


Threat to Enforce Demands. 

The Military league evidently has the upper 
hand, and the committee of union and prog- 
ress, which has’ been in control of the gov- 
ernment since the revoluution which result- 
ed in the overthrow of Abdul Hamid, is fight- 
ing for its political existence. 

The league has threatened to enforce its 
demands by having the army divisions at 
Monastir, Saloniki, and Uskub, together 
with the Albanian insurgents, march on Con- 
stantinople. 

Hilmi Pasha, the minister of justice in the 
newly formed cabinet, said in an interview 
on July 23 that the government did not con- 
template dissolution of the chamber, but in- 
tended to repeal all the illegal measures of 
the late government, such as the law against 
public meetings and the press.

U. S. Fails to Give Permit to Take More 
Water from the Lake—Tax Levy to 
Be Cut $3,500,000. 


The delay of the federal. government in 
granting a permit to take more. water from 
Lake Michigan is retarding the work of the 
sanitary district.

Of this amount $2,600,000 is needed for 
the retirement of bonds and the rest will be 
used for corporate purposes. 

The trustees at the meeting yesterday or- 
dered plans prepared at once for a new 
boulvevard bridge at Jackson boulevard, 
which will cost over $400,000,

Bauer was 56 years old and roomed at 1520

There were four men that Walker had ob- 
served standing in front of the Metropole. 
He thinks Re would know them if they were 
fore him. While Rosenthal was 
still reading, the four snatched out pistols 
and fired. One man shot first, and the other 
three immediately discharged their revolvers. 


Confirms Story of Shooting. 


“Chick ’’ Beebe, another gambler, backed 
up Walker's story in the important points.

Youngblood’s answer to this is that after 
his father deserted he returned to his homea 
fugitive, and that only Mrs. Harney knew 
of her husband's presence. Later he went 
to New York, and while there his son was 
born.

Mrs. Hupp, who now resides at Wellington, 
Kas., will be called to the stand.

Favor Free Lunches.

Local suffragists are 17 in favor of the 

abolition of the café lunch. The 

question was brought up 3 morning at 

the headquarters of the Woman's Suf- 

frage league in the Hale building and it was 

unanimously decided that free lunch with paid 

for beer is a good institution to continue for a 
time at least. 

The discussion wal animated for a time and 
the suffragists of Los Angeles who favor _ 
ination of the free lunch came in for 
criticism. 

„Miserable reasoning,” said Mrs. Esther Hil- 
lis, who is the mother of three children. Don't 
those Los Angeles women realize what a tre- 

rendous advantage the free lunch is to the 
‘cause’? Free lunch gives us many hours for 
labor in which otherwise we would have to be 
cooking dinners or suppers, 

“My husband has instructions to discover the 
very best free lunch in Philadelphia. That 
helps a great deal. If I am tired and don't 
wish to cook he has to do is to stop in and 
get a free lunc 


“Then it is a great saving,” she continued: 


„Some day we may be forced to fight the polit- 
ical parties on their own ground. We will need 
money and if we train our husbands to. look 


with eager eye on the free lunches we will have. 


a great deal more money with which to do our 
campaigning.” 

Another married woman who has become an 
ardent suffragist opposed the abolition of the 
“free eats,” but did not approve of the plan to 
encourage husbands to become experienced “ free 
lunch grabbers” from the standpoint of econ- 
omy.

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Economical Housekeeping. 
Beef Olives, Old and New. 
BY JADE EDDINGTON. 


HERE may be nothing new under the sun, 

but there are always a great many old 

things which we have not heard of. I 

have had until recently the impression 
modern dish. 

I knew that wie soldiers in. India have been 
reported to get terribly tired of the veal olive 
because it has been served to them so fre- 
quently. This veal olive, as far as I can learn, 
is not unlike what we call a veal dird, and the 
beef olive likewise resembles the “ mock” birds 
of various sorts. 

Now I am convinced that the meat olive dates 
back:of the Black Hole episode, and perhaps 4 
more ancient yet. | 

> 


The force meat for beef olives may be almost 
any highly seasoned composition. It may be 
made of several meats, or, like that in the fol- 
lowing recipe, which I have not tried, but know 
to be a late one for this dish, later than any 
other that I have: 

Beef Olives (Modern).—Take three-fourths of 
a pound of tender beefsteak, one tablespoonful 
of bread crumbs, one tablespoonful of chopped 
suet, three anchovies, one hard boiled egg, one 
teaspoon of chopped parsley, and one teaspoon- 
ful of grated lemon rind. Cut the beef into 
thin, even sized slices, Put the anchovies; 
chopped egg, parsley, suet, lemon rind, and 
bread crumbs into a basin; season with salt and 
pépper to taste and add enough beaten egg to 
bind them together. Put a little of this force- 
meat into each alice of beef; then roll it up and 
tie loosely with a string. Put these “ olives” 
into a saucepan and add enough stock to cover 
them. Then let them stew gently for three- 
quarters of an hour. Serve them with gravy 
and baked tomatoes. ;

ber of babies sacrificed in the two uae sum- 
mer months went down. : 

‘Population increased year by year, but 
the number of babies who died in these two 
months went down. In 1907 only 487 ba- 
bies died in July—too many, but compare 
the figures with those of 1898, when there 
were fewer babies in Chicago. | 

Since 1907 the infant mortality has been 


growing again for the month of July, except | 


in 1909, when it dropped to 435, and it has 
been fluctuating for the month of August. 
Some summers are harder on infants than 
others. In the first twenty-two days of this 
month 484 babies under 1 year of age died. 
This is at the rate of 682 fof the month. 

If the infant mortality rate is not to grow 
until it works up towards that shameful 
1,360 deaths of the month of July, 1893, the 
city council of Chicago. must protect the milk 
supply of Chicago infants. 


NO EXCUSE. 

Officials of common carriers, railroad and 
steamship men, cannot shirk responsibility 
for casualties by n that the publie de- 
mands speed. 

The public demand is for speed—as much 
as is consistent with safety. The public 
assumes that safety will be the first consid- 
eration of every company charged with the: 
care of human lives, and the public has a 
right to make this assumption. 

If one railroad or one ship line elects to get 
business away from a competitor by evading 
this assumption and giving the public speed 
without safety, it cannot shirk responsibil- 
ity when casualties happen. It must pay. 
It cannot get the profits of guch conscience- 
less competition and then put the blame on 
the public on the theory that it demanded 
speed. 

Men naturally wish to reach their destina- 
tion as soon as possible when they travel, 
and it is not culpable or careless for them to 
take the fastest route, because they have a 
right to assume that all conditions have been 


competently dealt with. The passenger can- | 


not investigate the operation and equipment 
of a railroad line or pass on technical ques- 
tions of nautical efficiency. It is the busi- 
ness of the railroad and ship, companies to 
deal with these. They have no right to in- 
vite patronage on any other grounds. 

Officials will do well to drop this excuse.

. is a skin eruption usually due to some 
food toward which you heve an idiosyncrasy. The 
treatment is to avoid foods that cause hives. Fever 
Sores are due to bacterial blood infections or to 
absorption of bacterial producte from the intestines. 
An illustration of the first is fever blisters in 
pneumonia. An Illustration of a closely related 
condition is fever blisters in malaria, Am {llus- 
tration of the second is the stomach sores of in- 
digestion. The treatment is—to cure the pneu- 
monia, or malaria, or other infection cause, to 
empty the Intestinal tract. Sometimes something 
is gained by touching the local sore with @ little 
aromatic sulphuric acid. 

Styes are due to infection of the roots of 
eye lashes by ordinary skin cocci. Preventive 
treatment is to gently pull out loose jaghes from 
time to time and to keep the eyelids and lashes 
clean. Curative treatment consists in general at- 
tention to eating and digestion, keeping the eyelids 
clean, and lancing by a physician, if needed. 

BRAN BREAD—Mix 1 quart bran, 1 pint white 
flour, 1 teaspoonful ealt.

SCIATICA. 

; T. J. B. writes: Please tell me something 
of the form of rheumatiam known. as aciatic? 
Is it the result of nervous overstrain or an 
infection? If a young man suffers a sudden 
attack of it, how should he be treated? How 


can he prevent a return if obliged to work 
just as hard as before?” 


REPLY. 

Frequently a pain in the nerve on the back of 
the thigh, the sciatic nerve, is due to pressure on 
the nerve. This pressure may be in the back, it 
may be in the pelvis. I have in mind a man who 
wes treated for sciatica for a long time who had 
tuberculosis of the spine. The pain was due to 
pressure or was a reflected pain. Outside of these 
conditions, which are not properly sciaticas, there 
are sciatic pains which are more nearly related to 
gout than to rheumatism. They yield to a regula- 
tion of diet and exercise. Some of them are suc- 
cessfully treated by injections of a saline into 
the tlasues.

ING GEORGE and Queen Mary's time- 

ly and sympathetic visit to the scene 

of the great colliery explosion at 

Silverwood, near Rotherham, in York- 

shire, and the solicitude which they 
both manifested for the families of the vic- 
tims have done much to increase their hold 
upon the regard and affection of the English 
people. 

Their visit to the stricken district con- 
stitutes a new departure in England, where 
royal sympathy on the occasion of great dis- 
asters has, until now, taken the form of tele- 
graphic messages and generous subscriptions 
to the relief funds. 

— 

On the continent, however, sovereigns have 
usually supplemented this by going at once 
to the scene of the catastrophe, in order to 
encourage and direct those engaged in the 
work of relief. 

King Victor Emmanuel III. ie always one 
of the earliest on the spot when any great 
misfortune happens to his people, such, for 
inetan@e, as the earthquakes at Messina and 
in the southern Italian provinces. 

His late father, King Humbert, did not 
hesitate an instant to visit the cholera 
stricken patients in the hospitals at the time 


+ when that plague was raging at Naples, and 


met there on a common ground of mercy and 
charity the cardinal archbishop of the city. 

King Alfonso of Spain, whenever there are 
any of those terrible 
spread devastation and suffering in his do- 
minions, gets there as rapedly as he can, 
which is not saying a little, while on the oc- 
casion of the last, serious outbreak of the 
bubonic plague at Lisbon the now exiled 
Queen Marie Amelie, a princess of France, 
spent day after day at the hospitals tending 
the victims with her own hands. She, by the 
way, has the degree of M. D. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has always been 


|] conspicuous for the active personal part he 


takes in the rescue work whenever a disaster 
befalls his people. At the memorable devas- 
tation of Szegedin by the floods of the Theiss 
he nearly lost his own life by drowning. 

In Germany the sovereign considers it part 
of his métier de rot (his business as king) 
to manifest in this practical form the sym- 

pathy of the throne, either in person or 
through one of the 3 of his house. 


Count Ostheim, 1 financial troubles 

are now engaging the attention of the Lon- 
don bankruptcy court, and concerning whose 
identity the English authorities seem to be 
somewhat undecided, is no other than the 
former Prince Hermann of Saxe-Welmar. 
In fact, he was, until 1900, the heir pre- 
sumptive to the grand ducal throne of Saxe- 
Weimar. 
Had he retained his status as a prince of 
the blood, he would have been immune from 
the jurisdiction of: the English bankruptcy 
court and from that of every other English. 
tribunal by reason of the extra-territorial ° 
rights which full fledged members of reign- 
ing houses enjoy in foreign countries, like 
ambassadors and ‘ministers in the countries 
to which they are accredited. 

The ex-prince, who is about 27 years of 
age, was attached as lieutenant to the crack 
regiment of cuirassiers of the guard in Ber- 
lin in 1905, and, as heir presumptive to his 
cousin’s throne of Saxe-Weimar and to the 
immense private estates that belong to the 
chief of the family, was received with open 


arms at the court of the kaiser, to whom 


he is aed wooly gore 
i . — inherited from his spend- 


inundations which 


long became involved in monetary difficulties 
of so serious a character that he was trans- 
ferred by way of discipline to the Eleventh 
Lancer regiment, stationed in the dull little 
town of Saarburg. 

In the hope of restoring his shattered for- 
tunes, he became in 1906 a suitor for the 
hand, and incidentally for the fortune. of 
Marie Bonaparte, who has since married 
Prince George of Greece, and whose wealth 
is derived from her father’s part ownership 
of the public gambling tables of Monte Carlo. 

Although Prince Hermann was much near- 
er a throne than George of Greece, as his 
father, Prince William of Saxe-Weimar, ts 
virtually excluded from the succession, and 
that the grand duke has no son by either of 
his marriages, his reputation was such that 
both Marie Bonaparte and her father reject- 
ed his suit. 

~~ 

The faflure of this plan for a rich alliance 
landed Prince Hermann still further tn dim- 
culties, and ultimately the law intervened 
that is to say, he was judictally declared not 
merely insolvent, Dut was placed under 
„ curatel,” being thereby deprived of all civic 
rights and legal responsibilities, as if he were 
a lunatic, his affairs being vested in the 
hands of a trustee. 

The investigation of his conduct in con- 
nection with his financial troubles resulted 
in his being firat of all placed on the retired 
Ust. and then removed from the army alto- 
gether. 

Being virtually next in the line of succes- 
sion to the grand ducal crown, it was con- 
sidered necessary under the peculiar. ctr- 
cumstances to lose no time in eliminating 
him therefrom, and he was accordingly re- 
duced in 1900 from the status of a prince of 
a sovereign house to that of a mere noble, 
receiving from his couain, the grand duke. 
the title of Count Ostheim, and a smal) an- 
nuity on condition. that he keep out of Ger- 
many.

In 1910 he married at a registry office in 
London Wanda Lottereau, a Milanese chorus 
girl, known on the stage as Wanda Zalters. 
She first attracted attention by winning frat 
prize in a beauty contest at Milan as the 
loveliest woman in Italy. while afterwards 
she was the star of the Maxim scene in the 
“Merry Widow” at the Gaiety theater, in 
London. 

This union, of course, still further estranged 
the ex-prince from nid royal and imperial 
relatives. 

He came over to this country not long after- 
wards and, with his wife, was a conspicuous 
figure at the great New York horse show at 
Madison Square garden of that year, but re- 
ceived no attention on the part bf New York 
society. 

The marriage was short lived, largely ow- 
ing to the count's constant financial troubles 
and his inability to furnish his wire with 
the luxuries to which she had been made ac- 
customed by her pre-nuptial admirers. -

driven in the house of representatives today. 

With the Democratic leaders opposing com- 
pensation and other conservation policies the 
house put the final seal of approval on a 
water power grant of incalculable value to 
the Dixie Power company. which proposes 
to construct a dam across the White ‘river, 
near Cotter, Ark. 5 


Mann Calls for Reciprocity. 

Minority Leader Mann, who voted for the 
grant, called attention to the fact that this 
project is located in 4 Democratic district. 
and state and opined that if the house gave 
its consent to this proposition the Democrats 
ought not to block similar grants in Repub- 
can districts. 

The Democratic leaders are ready to ac- 
‘quiesce in the suggestion made by Mr. Mann. 
They have an omnibus bill ready for con- 
sideration which gives sixteen water power 
grants to ten individuals and corporations 


Plan Equality in Grants. 

Chairman Adamson of the interstate com- 
merce committee is ready to call up this bill 
at the first favorable opportunity. The ar- 
gument will be made that there should be no 
discrimination and that the sixteen grants 
should be made on terms no more exacting 
than those imposed on the Dixie Power com- 
pany. 

Representative Foster of Illinols opposed 
the Arkansas bill and argued that the gov- 
ernment ought to require every water power 
company to pay a regular compensation for 
the use of the water of navigable streams.

ported announcer from Ohio. 

‘The winning of the 2:08 trot by Helen Stiles 
was a shock to the betting men who made the 
stallion favorite over the field, $100 to $25, 
and figured they were cheating the short end 
buyers. In the first heat Anvil led until 
o.0se to the wire, when the mare trotted right 
past him and won by a length in 2:064%. The 
quarters were :30, 1:04, 1:36. The betting 
was $100 Helen Stiles and $40 the field. 

In the second heat two breaks by Anvil put 
him so far to the rear that had not Helen 
Stiles been pulled to a jog in 2:11½ he would 
have been distanced.

DECLARES INCREASE IN WAGES 
WOULD HURT ROAD’S FINANCES 


New York Central Official Tells Arbi- 
tration Board It Means $6,600,000 
Yearly Advance in Pay Roll. 


New York, July . -A. H. Smith, vice pres 


ident in charge of operating the New York 
Central Mnes, testified at today’s session of 
the arbitration commission that the demands 
of the locomotive engineers for mereased 
pay on fifty-two railroads east of Chicago if 
granted would seriously impair the financial 
standing of hig road. 

Mr. Smith declared experience had shown 


that if the engineers are given an advance |. 


the pay of other classes of employés must be 
increased in proportion. This, be Sad, would 
augment the pay roll of the company by about 
$6,600.000 a year. 

The annual dividends of the company 
amount to $11,136,000 om a 5 per cent baais, 
the witness continued, and as the surplus 
must be maintaired for working purposes the 
demand for an increase in wages was equiva- 
lent to asking the company toreduce its divi- 
dends from 5 per cent to slightly leas than 2% 
per cent a year. 


JAMES B. GENTRY FOUND DEAD. 


Actor Who Served Thirteen Years for 
Killing Madge York Sucewmbe 
in New York Hotel. 


New York, July 25.—James B. Gentry, the 
actor who served thirteen years for killing 
the actress, Madge York, and who was re- 
leased from the Philadelphia penitentiary 
two years ago through the influence of thea- 
trical men, was found dead today in his room 
in a hotel in Forty-second street. Heart dis- 
ease is given as the cause of death. Gentry 
was 55 years old. 

wentry was infatuated with Madge Torn, 
both being members of the Baggage Check” 
company. She refused to marry him and on 
Feb. 17, 1895, when the company arrived in 
Philadelphia, Gentry went to the hotel where. 
the actress was staying and shot her. He 
ewacaped, but was found the next day in 
Fairmount park, almost dead from cold and 


- exhaustion. 


Gentry was convicted on June 27, 1806, and 
sentenced to be hanged. The sentence was 
commuted on April 21, 1897, to imprisonment 
for life. Repeated efforts to have him par- 
doned were unsuccessful until June 28, 1900, 
when Gov. Stuart signed his freedom papers.
